There is a sect of people in 
Philadelphia and scattered all 
over the country who are deny- 
ing sanctification as the second 
work of grace and they arg 
teaching the people to be bap- 
tized in Jesus’ name only. The 
Scripture they use for this is 
Acts 2:38, They deny the Father, 
Son and Holy Ghost as_ triune 
(three in one). They use the 
Scriptures, Deut. 6:4 and Eph. 
4:5. They claim there is no Fath- 
er and Holy Ghost but Jesus, 
put the Bible does not teach 
that. We find in 1 John 5:7, “For 
there are three that bear. record 
in heaven, the Father, the Word, 
and the Holy Ghost: and these 
three are one.”
